Tn  presenting  this  our  P^ighth  Annual  Report,  we  can 
truly  say  that  our  scho'ls  have  maintained  a  marked  degree 
of  interest,  both  on  the  part  of  teacher  and  scholars. 

Although  the  ternis  in  the  Village  Schools  have  been 
broken  by  sickness,  there  has  been  good  progress  in  every 
school. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  employ  new  teachers  in  sev- 
eral of  the  schools,  the  most  of  them  have  given  good  satis- 
faction to  the  board. 

Your  school  board  beleave  in  a  strict  and  impartial 
scho  >1  government;  su?,h  as  a  wise,  judicious  and  faithful 
pa'-ent  would  oerci^e  in  the  family,  and  which  will  unfold 
ill  every  child  the  best  qualities,  and  stimulate  the  highest 
principles  and  purposes.  Your  schools  are  created  for  the 
pupil  first,  ond  next  for  the  people  who  support  them. 
Their  great  aim  is  to  e'liicate  the  young  for  fitness  for  life 
and  its  realites;  to  do  this,  thorough  discipline  must  be 
maintained  in  every  department. 

The  money  raised  last  year  has  enabled  us  to  have 
twenty-four  Aveeks  school  in  each  district,  which  is  not  an 
average  Avith  other  towns'throughout  the  state. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  raise  not  less 
than  $  400  00  for  schools  the  ensuing  yea,v.  in  addition  to 
the  amount  required  by  laAV.
